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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments are persuasive at showing the distinctness of the 
amended claims over the prior art applied in the previous office action. The 
amendments change the claims to fully reflect the inventive ceramic grains and 
their unique structure, and applicant's argument illuminate the differences 
between the instantly claimed grains and the previously applied prior art (Nikitina 
et al). Therefore, the previously issued grounds of rejection are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 8, 10-12, and 23-24 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art of record, either alone or in combination, fails to anticipate or render 
obvious the instantly claimed fused ceramic grains. Applicant's amendments 
incorporate the subject matter of the claims previously deemed allowable into the 
independent claim to reflect the unique non-stoichiometric structure of the grains, 
thus rendering the claims patentably distinct over the prior art. 

The most relevant prior art reference found is Nikitina et al (US 4906255). 
The difference from instant claims is that Nikitina does not teach that the 
alumina-magnesia grains consist of corundum crystals surrounded by non- 
stoichiometric spinel phase. For the above, reasons, the subject matter of the 
amended instant claims is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art of record. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled 
"Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
